Neither side seemed desirous of mak- 
ing a fight The senatorial appor- 
tionment bill came up on third read- 
ing, when the point was raised by 
Dnrfee that under rale 10 the bill 
must lie over one day. The rule re- 
ferred to provides that when a bill is 
amended on second reading, that the 
amendment must be printed and lie 
over for one day in the post office 
boxes. 
The 
caucus amendment 


adopted in the honse yesterday was 
printed and distributed in the post 
office boxes at 4:30 yesterday. Dur- 
fee argued that a day would not 
have elapsed untiljthat hour this after- 
noon. The point of order was sus- 
tained by tho chair, when Kroll 
mov- 


ed a suspension of the rules. The 
motion was a foolish .one, it being 
impossible to obtain a two-thirds vote 
for it 
Some of the Republicans 


suggested that the mover had better 
withdraw the motion, but ho insisted 
on "putting the Democrats on rec- 
ord," and the roll was called. Not 
receiving a two-thirds vote, it was 
declared lost, and after adopting the 
Hnrlbut resolutions, with the senate 
amendment, the honse adjourned un- 
til 4:30 p. m. 


The house, on reassembling at 4:30 


o'clock, took up the senate apportion- 
ment bill, which was read a third 
time and put on its passage. 


Mr. Stowell, who voted with the 


Democrats against the amendment 
agreed upon by the Republicans yes- 
terday, because his county (Marshall) 
was placed in a Democratic district, 
obtained the floor and announced his 
intention to support the bill. 
It 


seemed, he said, his misfortune for 
the past few days to stand in antag- 
onism to the Republican party. This 
opposition.as is known to every mem- 
ber, was caused by the adoption by 
the house of an amendment to the 
bill which does injustice to Marshall 
county. This nefarious scheme was 
adopted after a joint caucus of the 
Republicans of the senate and house 
had agreed upon a bill, and I did so; 
but after that 'bill had been agreed 
upon, the Republicans of the house 
violated, as I believe, the courtesy 
due the senate, and agreed upon the 
amendment 
I have done all I could 


to defeat this unjust amendment 
I 


don't think it can be, and if I could 
defeat it now, I do not believe 
I would be justified in holding out 
now. Such an action might prolong 
the session, for if this amendment 
should be defeated, it might bring 
about now complications that would 
.lead no one knows where. 


The democrats then began "round- 


ing the bill," to use one of their ex- 


pressions. Messrs. Mann, Linegar, 
Dnrfee; Martin, of White, Crook and 
Can-, fired themselves off in thft most 
approved fashion. Mr. Sexton got 
himself ready to shoot off, but the roll 
call had been ordered before he ad- 
dressed the Chair, and he was there- 
fore too late, and the roll call pro- 
ceeded. 


During the roll-call Wood, of 


Knox, said he did not think he. was 
justified in holding ont against the 
Republicans, although great injus- 
tice had been done his people. He 
therefore voted for the bill When 
the roll-call was concluded it was 
found 80 Republicans had voted for 
the bill against 57 Democrats. The 
announcement that the bill had pass- 
ed was greeted with applause on the 
Republican side and a sigh of relief 
went up from all parts of the honse.

A MINISTER AT BEST. 


Impressive Funeral of toe Late Bev. M. 


L. Laws at the Baptist Church. 


The funeral of the late Martin Luther 


Laws, who was pastor ot the Baptist 
church in this city at the time of his 
death Wednesday morning, took place at 
the Baptist church on yesterday after- 
noon in the presence of a congregation of 
people which completely filled the audi- 
ence room. The Indies of the congrega- 
tion had draped the audience room in

The body rested in a rich 
casket placed upon pedestals directly iu 
front of the pulpit The sad services were 
conducted by Rev. J. H. Phillips, of Ston- 
ingtou, HI, who had known the deceased 
for nearly 35 years, and had long been 
associated with him in Christian work. 
Rev. Phillips took for his text the follow- 
ing selections from the 14th chapter of 
first Corinthians: 


"O death, where is thy sting? O grave, 


where is thy victory? 
"The sting of death is sin; and the 


strength of sin is the law. 
"But thanks be to God, which giveth 


its the victory, through our Lord Jesus 
Christ." 


The remarks which followed were al- 


most wholly personal hi character, being 
a beautiful tribute of an elder brother 
to the life and work of a beloved compan- 
ion.
